Weizman reacts to 
‘resignation threat’ 

Defence Minister Ezer Welzman 
has reacted from the U.S. to the con- 
flicting reports of bis threat toresign 
if settlement activities across the 
green line were not suspended dur- 
ing the current phase of indirect 
negottations.

That was the way informed 
observers here interpreted the dis- 
closure by Pentagon officials that no 
new commitments were given Welz- 
man yesterday and that no new 
decisions were made. 

An Israeli spokesman would say 
only that Welzman and Brown had 
discussed four issues during their 
first round of talks yesterday mor 
ning: Isreel’s fong-term arms re- 
quests, the administration's propos- 
ed package sale of advanced aircratt 
to Israel, Egypt and Saudi Arabia, 
the. peace negotiations, and the 
overall military situation in the Mid- 
dle East.

TEL AVIV. — The Finance Minister 
must accede to the Histadrut's 
demands on pricea if he wants the 
Histadrut to apply its own wage 
policy and not permit a wages free- 
for-all. This was the warning con- 
tained In a memorandum sent 
yesterday to Finance Minister 
Simhea Ebriich by Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yeruham 
Meshel. 

Put another way, Meshel has 
threatened that continued price rises 
will drive workers’ wage demands 
upwards. 

In his memo, Meshel reminds 
Ehrlich that in January the 
Histadrut asked the government to 
freeze prices of government- 
controlled goods and services for six 
months. The government rejected 
the Histadrut’s package deal plan at 
that time. Since then prices of fuel 
and subsidized consumer items such 
es rice and sugar have risen. 
Municipal taxes, electricity, water, 
postal rates and other government- 
set prices are expected to go up from 
April ist. ᾿ 

Meshel is demanding that these 
prices be kept down, because 


otherwise the Histadrut's 10 to 15 per 
cent wage increase demands will not 
be high enough, 

Meanwhile, a report. by a sub- 


sidiary of the Productivity Institute, ; 


out yesterday, indicated that wage 
increases in the public service sector 
outstripped those gained by in- 
dustrial workers in 1977. In the in- 
dustrial sector the real wage in- 
trease was 9 per cent, while public 
service workers benefited by 16 per 
cent. i 
The report points out that in in- 
dustry and agriculture, labour costs 
per hour of work went up by over 40 
per cent, while production increased 
by about 35 per cent. In construction, 
“there was no gap between produc- 
tivity and rising costs, with both in- 
creasing at the rate of 34 per cent. 
In the public service, rea] wages 
went down between 1974 and 1976 and 
the 16 per cent jump in 1977 was 
caused partially by retroactive 
Payments for 1976 included in the 
1977 work contracts.

Airport workers’ strike off 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Airport workers who 
are nat yet in the Airports Authority 
and who still have the status of civil 
servants have cancelled the strike 
they had threatened for next Sunday. 

The decision was made 
after the Histadrut trade union 
department promised to deal with 
the workers’ wage demands. 

But postal workers are being forc- 
ed into a strike by the delaying tac- 
tics and hesitancy of the Civil Service 
Commission in agreeing to arbitra- 
tion of their dispute, a representative 
of the Civil Servants’ Union said here 
yesterday. 

He explained that the postal 
workers had agreed not to strike 
when the Histadrut trade union 
department promised to deal with 


. their grievances, namely their claim 


that section 14 of their work contract 
entitles them to the same 40 per cent 
wage increase recently received by 
Airport Authority workers. It was 


agreed that the matter would be 
settled by arbitration. 

Both the Histadrut and the Civil 
Servants’ Union proposed ar- 
bitrators, but none was accepted by 
the Civil Service Commission, the un- 
jon representative said. He added 
that a committee of three, headed by 
a minister, was supposed to choose 
the arbitrator, but the union claims 
the Civil Service commission has 
done nothing to set up such ἃ com- 
mittee. ὃ 

The arbitrator was supposed to 
have given his decision by Sunday, 
March 12, and since no one has yet 
been found it is unlikely that this 
deadline can be met. The postal 
workers threaten to strike on the day 
after the final date — March 18 — if 
nothing has been done by then. 

In the Nazareth district pupils 
spent yesterday at home as a result 
of a teachers’ strike. The teachers 
stopped work because of the delay in 
paying February's salaries.

In a television interview last night, 
Chavet said he had always stayed 
away from politics and had never 
joined any party. He hoped that if he 
were elected, his presidency would 
have a style of its own. 

In the Likud, the La'am wing says 
that whereas once it would Have 
gone all out for Navon, today it has to 
wait and see what the Premier 
proposes, and how he overcomes the 
objections of the Liberal wing. The 
Liberals say they don't want Chavet 
and they don’t want Navon. The 
Liberals may hope that by turning 
down Begin's proposal of Chavet and 
gambling on Begin's reluctance to go 
over to Navon instead, they will com- 
pel him to return to the candidacy of 
their ‘'grand old man,’ Dr. 
Elimelech Rimalt. The Liberals are 
angry with Begin for not having 

Rimalt as his choice. 

Liberal parliamentary leader 
Avraham Sharir told The Post: “I 
shall not vote for Navon, although I 
Uke the fellow very much, because 
that would imply the Likud party is 
not capable of finding a candidate of 
its own," 

Navon himzelf is standing on the 
sidelines. He has not yet told 
anybody, he will agree to be a can- 
didate. According to some specula- 
tion, he may no longer insist on being 
promised a cast-iron majority before 


agreeing to stand. According to 


other speculation, he will only agree « 


to stand if he gets Likud support, in 
addition to support from the Align- 
ment, the NRP and the DMC. 

The name of Prof. Binyamin 
Akzin, former Dean of the Hebrew 
University Law School and former 
Rector of Haifa University, has been 
recommended in a letter to Begin. 

The letter was sent by Hebrew 
University Profs. Reuven Yaron, 
(the new Herut-sponsored Chairman 
of the Broadcasting Authority), 
Yitzhak Zamir, Dean of the Law 
School; Yehezkel Dror and Martin 
Zeliger of the Politica! Science 
Department and Prof. Shevah Weiss 
of Haifa University; and Prof. Harel 
Fisch of. Bar-Ilan University. 

It is understood that the group is 
‘representative of other opinions in 
academe which would support 
Navon’s candidacy, but are put off 
by Begin'’s casting about for any 
Sephardi candidate. In this situation 
which now seems to have developed 
they will press Akzin’s candidacy in 
the Likud councils ag an eminently 
suitable candidate. 

Akzin was at one time closely link- 
ed to the Revisionist Party (Herut's 
predecessor) and served as political 
secretary to its founder, Ze'ev 
Jabotinsky. In the 1960s he was iden- 
tified with the Independent Liberals.

Negev Beduin land dispute simmers on

-BEERSHEBA. — The complex 
relations between Negev Beduin and 
government agencies were 
‘highlighted here yesterday in the 
demolition of an “Hlegal Beduin 


pipelines in the Negev by Beduin 
who want to water their flocks. 

At the same time Avraham Yoffe, 
Nature Reserves Authority cheir- 
man, who heads the ‘‘green patrols" 
formed to keep illegal grazing in 
check, implied that he would con- 
tinue following hard-line policies on 
Negev Beduin laid down by 
Agriculture Minister Sharon.

The demolition, carried out by a 
bulldozer accompanied by 2 group of 
Interior Ministry officials, took 
place on the Dimona road some 30 
kms. east of here. A ministry 
employee responsible for Negev Be- 
duin affairs, Reuven Wissoker, said 
the building, a house made of 
breezeblocks, was located on the 
prospective site of a future inter- 
national airport.

built the house had been warned a 
number of times that he lacked the 
necessary building permission, and 
he was also served with a demolition 
order. After receiving the order, 
Wissoker said, the man agreed to 
take down the structure by last 
Saturday. When he did not do this, 
the order was carried out. 

Yesterday's demolition was the 
firat In two months. Demolition ac- 
tivity began at the end of last year, 
when Agriculture Minister Sharon 
announced his tough line with Be- 
duin building without proper licen- 
sing in the Negev. At the time 11 
houses were destroyed. 

Meanwhile Uri Cohen, head of 
Mekorot’s Negev district, told 
reporters yesterday that Negev 
water pipelines have been broken in 
“hundreds of places,"" apparently by 
Bedulin wanting to water their flocks. 
As 8 result, Mekorot employees, tir- 
ing of the frultless chase after leaks 


and carrying out endless repairs, . 


have installed unmetered taps at 
about 20 points in the Negev water 
system for the use of Beduin. 
Cohen said that the uncontrolled 
tapping of water reduced pressure, 
and had even sometimes cut off the 
supply to entire settlements. There 
had been 170 reported incidents of 
this kind during the past year, Cohen 
said, and described the methods 
used as ‘‘very primitive’’ — 


hammering on a pipe until it is pune- 
tured. ᾿ 


Cohen said that one of the worst hit 
areas was the water Hine from 
Beersheba to the Ramat Hovav in- 
dustrial zone south of the city. Other 
lines that have been affected include 
those to Kibbutz Sde Boker, from 
Mitzpe Ramon to Kibbutz Far'an, 
and the main carrier to the Negev. 
The incidents are reported to police, 
he said, but very little action seems 
to have been taken. 

In two areas, one near Mitzpe 
Ramon and the other in the Shifta 
vicinity, Mekorot has set up metered 
taps and come to an arrangement 
with local sheikhs, who collect con- 
tributions from their tribesmen to 
pay the water bills. 

The delicacy and complexity of the 
situation was reflected in another 
development, this one in Tel Aviv, 
where Nature Reserves Authority 
head Avraham Yoffe denied reports 
that his “green patrols” were using 
strong-arm tactics, beating women 
and children and killing animals in 
Attempts to “push" the Beduin back. 

The patrol was set up two years 
ago to stop Beduin from dam 
the environment of the Negev by un- 
‘controlied of thelr flocks. 
‘Yesterday Post reported that 
the Prime Minister had intervened

No one could have any doubts as to 
the beneficial effect such an amend- 
ment would have for the children 
concerned, but the welfare 
authorities will have a hard struggle 
against the deeply entrenched con- 
cept — if outdated and fll-founded to 
their way of thinking — that parents 
are entitled to have their wishes 
taken into account, however. selfish 
and illogical they may appear to be. 


‘THE! adoption process is a long and 
arduous one. A couple wishing to 
adopt a child must apply to one of the 
three offices (in Jerusalem, Tel Aviv 
and Haifa) of the Sherut Lemaan 
Hayeled, which is attached to the 
Ministry of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs. They wil] then be provided 
with a very comprehensive 

. Within six weeks after 


returning this questionnaire, they will 
be invited to the first of their inter- 


views. .Only couples resident in - 


Israel will receive such invitations. 
(Israelis serving the government 
abroad will be taken into considera- 
Hon as adoptive parents but Israelis 
working abroad for non- 
governmental bodies, such as El Al 
or Zim or the Jewish Agency, will not 
be able to adopt a child until they 
return to Israel.) εν τ 

After both group and intensive in- 
dividual interviews, and an Inspec- 
tion of the prospective adoptive 
parents’ home, they will be put on ἃ 
waiting-list. 

Tt takes from two-and-a-half to 
three years to get an infant for adop- 
tion, as there are only approximate- 
ly 200 children available each year, 
and the demand is three times as 
great. The waiting list for children 
over the age of three is shorter. 
Although there are only about 100 of 
these available each year, the de- 
mand is smaller. The available in- 
fants ere for the most part, off: 
spring of unmarried mothers 
given their consent to the adoption 
before giving birth. There 18 always 
a chance, however, that the mother 
may withdraw her consent after she 
hag given birth. She is entitled to do 


so as long as a final adoption order 
has not been made. 


ONLY couples where the woman is 
not more than 88 years of age and the 
man no more than 43 will be con- 
sidered as prospective adoptive 
parents for babies. Older couples 
will be considered for older children 
and for those with special problems. 


A couple who eventually receive a 
child for adoption will be given care 
of the child for a trial period of six 
months, during which the welfare of- 
ficer will visit and keep a general 
check on developments. When 
application is eventually made for 
an adoption order, the court will con- 
sider it only after receiving a written 
report from the welfare officer. If 
the welfare officer approves, and the 
written consent of the parents (or 
known parent) Is produced, and if 
the criteria with respect to age 
difference and religion are met, the 
court will grant an adoption order. 


If there are any difficulties about 
doing so immediately, the court may 
place the adoptee in charge of the 
adopter temporarily, pending a final 
decision within a period’ of two years. 

Once the adoption order is 
granted, then the adopted child ac- 
quires exactly the same status 85 a 
natural child, with the same mutual 
duties and rights between him and 
his adoptive parents as exist 
between biological parents and their 
children. The only reservation is that 
the adoption will not affect any legal 
prohibition with respect to 
marriage. 


ADOPTION applications are heard 
im camera and every person who, 
without permission from the court, 
publishes the nanie, or anything else 
ltkely to lead to the identification, of 
an a , adoptee and his parents, 
is Hable to imprisonment for a period 
of three months. On the other hand, 
every adoption must be registered in 
a special adoption register, the rele- 
vant page of which may be inspected 
by the Attorney General] or his 
representative, by 2 registrar of 
marriages and by an adoptee 
himself after he has reached the age 
of eighteen. This register will con- 
tain the names of the natural parents 
of the adoptee, where they are 
known. 

In conclusion, it should be noted 
that the welfare authorities look with 
disfavour upon private adoption 
arrangements fn which a sterile 
woman 15 promised the next off- 


"They think it undesirable for adopt: 

children to continue to maintain con- 
tact with their naturel parents and 
family, preferring a complete and 
final separation. They alao regard 
with extreme distaste any arrange- 
ment savouring of “baby-farming"’. 
whereby a woman is encouraged to 
give birth for the bénefit of a 
ehildless woman. And if the welfare 


officer objects to an adoption order, _ 


it is most unlikely that the court wil! 
grant one. 


THE JERUSALEM POST 


AN Australian music-therapist has 
brought both the joy of musie¢ and the 
challenge of trying te move to music 
to severely paralysed and retarded 
children and to the mentally Il. 

Nathan Slovo has now decided to 
spend two years working in Israel. 
and intends to return here per- 
manently after finishing his 
Master's degree in education in 
Australia. 

At an [lan kindergarten for severe- 
ly paralysed and retarded cerebral 
palsy children tn Jaffa, Nathan 
succeeds in getting some movement, 
and smiles of understanding. out of 
children who otherwise sit helpless. 
When he says, or rather sings to the 
tune of his accordion “Touch your 
mouth, touch your noge,”’ even those 
who cannot move their hands look as 
if they understand the directions and 
want to follow them. Those children 
who can control thelr hands play 
tambourines, drums or bells along 
with him. For those who can't, the 
Kdndergarten teacher moves their 
hands so that each child in turn gets 
to play an instrument. 


IT WAS DURING the 1038-3 ‘distur- 
bances,"* when local Arab politicians 
went into voluntary or forced exile, 
that control over the affairs of the 
Arabs of Palestine passed to the 
neighbouring countries. 

Haj Amin e]l-Husseini, the former 
Mufti of Jerusalem, escaped in Oc- 
tober 1937 to Beirut and from there 
enlisted fraternal] support from out- 
side Palestine. One of the results of 
his efforts was that Damascus 
assigned a reguiar army officer. 
Fawzi Kaukji, to lead the operations 
in the field. Kaukji orgenized his 
men in Syrian, Iraqi, Druse and 
Palestinian contingents, and 
proclaimed himself Commanding 
Officer of the “General Arab Revolt 
in Southern Syria." 


The events of these three strife- 
ridden years just before World War 
Ἢ are examined by Yuval Arnon- 
Ohana in a 200-page volume recently 

published by the Students‘ Organiza- 
tion of Tel Aviv University, under 
the auspices of the Shiloah Institute. 
Entitled "The Fellahin in the Arab 
Revolt in Palestine, 1936-1939,"" the 
book deals mainly with the part the 
. peasants played in the riots provok- 
ed by the urban political leadership. 
Except for the first few months of 
the ‘‘revolt,'' when some 
nationalistically inspired youths 
from the towns went into hiding in 
the hills to take part in terrorist ac- 
tivities, most of the so-called 
“fighting"' was done by the farmers. 


At first, the study recalls, the 
villagers were reluctant to respond 
to the call. They remembered the 
heavy penalty they had paid, In men 
and fines, for their participation in 
the .1929 riots. Moreover, it was 
harvest time, and no farmer would 
risk not being able to get his crops in. 
Gradually, however, the fellahin 
‘warmed up. It seemed comparative- 
ly safe to play the revolt game. The 
authorities declared they were only 
after the culprits actually respons!- 
ble for murder or arson. A villager

night and yet be at his chores in the 
field early in the morning — a pic- ᾿ 
ture of bucolic serenity in the eyes of 
the police if they managed to show 
up in the village in spite of the bum- 
Py roads. 

But the tone was set by the. 
“regulars" of the revolt, the gangs of 
marauders led by professionals of 
violence.

By the middle of 1938, the gangs 
ruled the country. Their victims 
were mostly Arabs. They robbed the 
population, wrested money from the 
mukhtars and mayors at gun-point. 
And they issued proclamations and 
orders using flamboyant language 
and claiming national interest 
behind their deeds. 

Normaily, little attention was paid 
to these proclamations. But the 
“order™ to all Arab citizens to give 
up the traditional farbush in favour 
of the peasant κεῖνα and akkal was 
obeyed to the letter, even by judges 
of the Supreme Court in Jerusalem. 
A gang member who was in- 
terrogated by the police confessed to 
the suppressed desire *‘to ride on the 
city dwellers back for a year, since 
they had been riding on ours for a 
century.” 

The end of the revolt came in a 
series of battles waged between the 
gangs under Husseini influence (the 
majority), and the ‘peace gangs" 
created by Fakhri Nashashibi. 
Fakbri Abdul Hadi. an exile in 
Damascus, was able to return to 
Palestine and join the anti-Husseini 
fight after a British consul ‘‘who 
knew his Middle East" had cleared 
matters with Jerusalem. Both sides 
used the same brutal tactics. 
However, within a few months, un- 
controlled lawlessness ceased as 4 
result of police and army action. 

It was then that the British govern- 
ment published the White Paper that 
barred Jews from acquiring jand in 
certain parts of Palestine and 
restricted Jewish imimigration 
drastically. Jews and Arabs receiv- 
ed the news as evidence that, after 
all, violence did pay. It had only to be 
presented as ‘“‘politics.""

FORTY dancers on stage would be 
an event at any ime. When the 40 
were the Stuttgart Ballet 
{Jerusalem Binyanei Ha-ooma, 
March 7) it was a gala. Yet it was 
quality, not quantity that really dis- 
tinguished the company. The 
Stuttgart Ballet has lost nothing in 
character or accomplishment since 
it waa here first with John Cranko 
himself eight yeara ago. A company 
of outstanding, beautiful dancers — 
a classical company whatever it may 
be doing — [ is still among the 
world’s best. In the programme 
there was enough to show that if ita 
foundation still es in what Cranko 
built, its future need not depend sole- 
ly on his works. 

These thoughts were prompted 
mostly by the last of the three 
ballets, Kenneth Macmilian's ‘‘Re- 
quiem‘' dedicated to Cranko's 
memory. It had a poetic potency, a 
delicate subtlety of which Cranko 
(with no disrespect) was not often 
capable. The opening scene waa 
quite breathtaking. A close-packed 
crowd of dancers edged forward 
with waving arms (fists closed) and 
singing mouths (soundless) while 
the noble Gabriel Faure muaic filled 
the ear. 

Nothing that followed was anti- 
climactic from that moment. The 
dancers whirled off into space but 
from a central group Marcia Haydee 
was lifted overhead and turned 
again and again by the forest of 
hands -- a sacrifice? Throughout, 
the dance movements kept drawing 
attention to the music without 
mimicry. Richard Cragun, wearing 
only a loincloth, showed strength and 
sensibility In a magnificent solo. 
Marcia Haydee In a tender, touching 
variation recalled the glow she had 
when she was here before. Yet even 
these two were equalled by others — 
by Birgit Keil whose expressive 


grace waa most conspicuous in 
partnership with three men, by 
Lucia Montagnon with her own clean 
and easy style. 

More than a dozen of the men 
could shine in any company — Egon 
Madsen, Reid Andersoh, Viadimir 
Klos, Mark Neal, Barry Ingram, to 
name only some. 

In John Cranko’s ‘'Brouiliards’’ 
they and the girls were as comfor- 
table and charming, as comic and 
cosy as Cranko could make them. 
‘The Debussy preludes were cunning- 
ly interpreted. The humour of the 
bowler-hatted and umbrella-ed 
Britisher (set to Debussy’s 
“Pickwick") was surpassed only by 
the “Cake Walk" trio (Car! Morrow, 
Dale Brannon, Stephen Greenston). 
As for the “fogs,” the brouillards, at 
the beginning and the end of this 
@Gelightful set of divertissements, 
their inventiveness seemed fresher 
than ever. No wonder they were, as 
Cranko once told me, among his 
favourites. 

The whole programme was 8. 
homage to Cranko, for even ‘"Volun- 
taries” by Glen Tetley was describ- 
ed as 8 tribute to his memory. In 
some ways it was a disappointment. 
Tetley’s work is known here — and 
this wasn't his best. It could be call- 
ed a study in lifts. They were so 
many and so complicated that they 
began to look like a dare to hazards 
— the fine Poulenc organ music, 
blaring far too loudly, seemed 
almost irrelevant. What saved the 
performance was the admirable 
dancing — though there were some 
untidy ensembles and even Marcia 
Haydee (now also artistic director) 
looked too deliberate in her 
movements. 

However, with two ballet master- 
pieces, surely nobody could grumble 
and the marvellous company deserv- 
ed the tremendous applause. 


Derby game in Jerusalem

TEL AVIV. — The Jerusalem Derby 
between Betar and Jerusalem 
Hapoel this Saturday will be the cen- 
tral game of the National League, 
which gets back into its stride after a 
two-week break, . ὶ 

These mid-season breaks often dis- 
rupt form. Players release their 
competitive tensions and have a 
struggle to regain the mood to go all 
out to win points. Jerusalem Betar 
were just hitting top form, end in 
their last game scored a dramatic 
late win over Tel Aviv Maccabi by 
3:2, after trailing 0:2. This win over 
last season's champions placed 
Betar firmly in second place. 

Mialy, Malmiliian, Neuman and 
Co. on anything like their best form 
should have the measure of a lack- 
lustre Jerusalem Hapoel. Yet Betar 
have rarely been seen at their best at 
the YMCA stadium this season, and 
8 low score draw result will not come 
as ἃ surprise. 

League leaders Netanya Maccabi 
play at the Bloomfield Stadium 
against Tel Aviv Hapoel, who are 
currently in 10th place. The Tel 
Avivians have been playing better 
football than this lowly position 
would indicate and with Feigen- 
baum, Landay and Lieberman in 
their attack are capable of getting 
goals. Machness, ‘Lavie and Gariani 
might be even a better attack, but 
Netanya Maccabi are rarely as good 
away from home as when playing 
before their own crowd. Tel Aviv 
Hapoel could surprise the League 
leaders. 

One of the most interesting games 
on the card will be pleyed at Yehud, 
where the locai Hapoel entertain Tel 
Aviv Maccabl. Yehud's pivot ts Zvi 
Rosen, the former captain of Tel 
Aviv Maceahi. and with Arie Haviv 
behind him in goal, the Yehud 
Hapoel defence is among the 
soundest in the country. It will have 
to hold Schweitzer, Peretz, Tabak 
and Co. but there may be little in it at 
the end of 90 minutes. 
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While the top of teak National

out, the teams at the other end of the 
table will stil! be engaged in a do-or- 
die struggle to avoid relegation. 
Bottom-placed Acre Hapoel will be 
at home to the team a place above 
them, Ramat Gan Hekoah. This

The Tel Aviv Derby between Betar 
and Shimshon at the Bloomfield 
Stadium will also be closely fought 
with Betar still well in the relegation 
danger zone.

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In Israel 
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. Qualities of a President 
CERTAINLY the most vitai quality with which a presidential 
candidate should be endowed is familiarity: that he be familiar 
with public life, and that the public at large be familiar with 
him. Mostly, though not exclusively, this criterion tends to focus 
the choice on the political community, and indeed that com- 
munity did furnish the reservoir of presidential hopefuls until 
the selection of the incumbent, Prof. Ephraim Katzir. 

This need not mean that scientists should generally be barred. 
Albert Hinstein, for instance, who was-approached ky Ben- 
Gurion to be president (but declined?, would certainly not have 
been a bad choice just because he was a scientist and not a 


politician. 


But familiarity with politics and public life, yet coupled witha 
certain detachment from the maelstrom,. are the qualities 
which people quite rightly want to see distinguishing the 
presidential incumbent. While it is only very rarely that they 
are called into play, such occasions can arise, and have arisen 
in the past. Presidential fumbling at such a juncture could be 


unfortunate. 


The president, in his everyday performance, must act as the 
symbol of Israel's sovereign authority and as a focal point of 
general Jewish unity. It is inevitable, no matter how wise or 
gifted a candidate might be, that if he is a veritable unknown he 
must approach this key aspect of his position at a very con- 


siderable disadvantage. 


This is the issue that has arisen as a result of Premier Begin's 
reported decision to favour Prof. Yitzhak Chavet for the 


presidency. 


Premier Begin's action is especially ironic when we recall his 
own pledges, early in his premiership, to invest the presidency 
with new and significantly expanded powers. There was evena 
time when the premier would report to President Katzir on im- 
portant government business before reporting to his ministers. 
That approach can be examined on its merits. Perhaps it is in- 
deed worthy of further consideration. But what is patently ap- 
parent is that the premier himself, in his present crucial action 
vis-a-vis the presidency, has been thoroughly inconsistent with 
his own vaunted principles of weighty deference towards the 


state's highest institution. 


The irony is compounded by the inescapable suspicion that 
Mr. Begin has lured Prof, Chavet from his laboratory for 
precisely the same reason that Premier Golda Meir lured Prof. 
Katzir from his five years ago: to stop Yitzhak Navon. The vast- 
ly popular and likable Navon's sin at that time was his Ben- 
Gurionite taint. Now he is apparently considered too dovish. 

If the real grievance against Navon is his Labour affiliation, 
that is at least more reasonable. Labour would never, in all its 
years of power, have considered an opposition man for the post. 

But Navon is not the only candidate who could rally 
widespread support around himself — though perhaps he is the 
only Sephardi. In that case Begin would do well to reconsider 
the artificial barrier he has imposed on the presidency stakes. 
His longtime colleague at the helm of the Likud, for example, 
Dr. Elimciech Rimait, has many of the characteristics that a 
good president needs. There are no doubt others. In any cage, it 


is not too late to think again. 


Dollars and politics 


FINANCE MINISTER Simha Ehriich seems to be unable to 
restrain his tendency to make rash statements. On Monday, he 
told the Likud faction in the Knesset, and thereby the public at 
large, that ‘Israel had informed the Liternational Monetary 
Fund that it is not in need of a $100 million loan which the IMF 


had offered, on easy terms, 


This statement is patently at odds with Israel's requirements 
and with Mr. Ehrlich's own endeavours only a short time ago, to 
mobilize long-term, convenient loan capital for Israel. It is also 
downright dangerous, for how can the Treasury and the Bank of 
Israel negotiate with the IMF, and how can we hold out our hats 
for American aid when the Finance Minister, in an effort to 
demonstrate the success of his economic policies, declares that 
our foreign currency reserves have grown to the point where we 


need no further foreign loans? 


The public has always been made to believe that the major 
constraint on permitting a renewal of economic growth was our 
foreign payments position. But even if that were not the case, 
there are surely many foreign loans, public and private (but 
guaranteed by the Government) that carry much more onerous 
terms than those offered by the IMF which could be converted 


to ease the burden. 


There is no doubt that Mr. Ehrlich knows ail this better than 
anyone else. It is therefore all the more surprising that even on 
such a sensitive issue he should permit his desire to score 


political points, in 


a defence of the NEP, to come out with ill- 


considered, baseless statements just at a time when 
negotiations with the IMF are under way. ἢ

Superficially, there is apparently 
good cause for the disenchantment

__ Sir, — About 18 months before 
Professor Martin Buber'’s death, I 
saw a short film interview with him 
on German television. Although the 
film did not have much to commend 
it visually, the spectrum of subjects 
and ideas ed was on a very 
high level. The interviewer had ob- 
viously done his homework and. 
allowed the essential Jewishness 
which lay at the roots of all of 
Buber’s thinking, to come to the fore. 
On my return to Israel, I made 
some enquiries and, to my amaze- 
ment, found that no film material on 
the “world of Martin Buber" ex- 
isted, although I understand that 
there is a long ‘‘seated"”’ interview 
with him at Dutch television. ‘ 
In view of Buber's advanced age; I 
set out to remedy this situation and, 
since he was part of the faculty of the 
Hebrew University Department of 
Philosophy, my good friend, the late 
Judge Leventhal, 8. member of the 
Board. of Governors, set up 8 
meeting at which the then President, 
Mr. Eliahu Elath, and Mr. Cherrick 
took part. I explained the situation 
and suggested that the subject of the 
film, running some 40 to 50 minutes, 
would be a walk with Martin Buber 
through the campus of the Hebrew 
University. We would hear the voice 
of Buber giving us his views and his 
evaluation of each individual dis- 
cipline, leaving the camera free to 
satisfy the video by showing the 
buildings, the students, the faculty 
members. For instance, the Law 
School would give us his views on 
Jewish and other forms of 
jurisprudence, biology could bring 
symbiosis and Darwin in juxtapoai- 
would give us his 
views on religion, the planetarium — 
the unity of the laws of nature, etc. 
The idea was to give Martin Buber 
complete freedom to air his unigue. 
views. Condensation would, with his 
permission and cooperation, be 
carried out in the cutting room. Hach 
section would be like a short 
separate film connected by relevant 
images, and could be assembled or 
shown in whatever sequence the oc- 
casion demanded. The film at that 
time would have been made for some
